The law re 
quires that each teacher be paid for 
one extra day a mouth, providing the 
teacher attends the institute, and it 
they arc absent, they will forfeit one 
day's wages. 


Another inequality in the law, as

teachers are not paid alike and while 
one will get as much out of the in- 
stitute as another, an entirely differ- 
ent scale of wages 'will be in oper; 
lion.

paid the teacher for attending th

The act passed by the 1915 Gen-
